CHEAP HOMES 

The former erroneous impres- 
sion, that forest reserves are areas 
set apart by the government to 
be reserved from use and devel- 
opment, is giving way to the cor- 
rect view that they are for the 
general use of the public, 

The Dominion Forestry Branch 
is desirious of spreading this idea 
abroad, and with this end in 
view has inaugurated the policy 
of surveying summer-resort lots 
around convenient lakes in for- 
est reserves. These lots are of 
two kinds, viz., building lots and 
camping lots, so that the demands 
of both cottagers and campers 
may be met. Such lots are leased 
to the public for a term of years 
at a nominal figure. 

It is hoped that in this way a 
start may be made in bringing to 
the public a realization of the 
opportunities and advantages 
which the reservation of these 
great areas of the public domain 
affords the country at large. 

A good example of such a re- 
sort is seen in British Columbia 
where a site has been laid out at 
Trout Lake, in the Long Lake 
forest réserve. This reserve is 
situated in the Kamloops distrtct 
of the Railway Belt. 

Trout Lake, at ah altitude of 
4,100 feet is an ideal retreat for 
the residents of the towns and 
cities of the Dry Belt. Here the 
may escape the oppressive heat 
and drought of the summer season 
and at the same time enjoy some 
of the finest fishing to be had 
anywhere in Canada. Already 
many people have secured build- 
ing lots, and itis expected that 


| in a very short time a large and 


flourishing summer colony will be 
established at this point. 


Railroad Growth. 


Leading Western Canada inso- 
far as railroad building is con- 
cerned, Alberta broke all records 
for 1912 according to official fig- 
ures given out by the provincial 
department of railroads on the 
return of Premier Sifton from 
Great Britain. According to the 
official figures there were 3020 
miles of railroad in operation in 
Alberta on December 30 1912, 
and as steel is being laid by both 
the G. T. P. and C. N, P. at the 
rate of from four to six miles per 
day since then, the mileage is 
gradually increasing. The pres- 
ent standing of the three railroad 
companies in the province at the 
present time is as follows;- C. P. 
R. 1470 miles; C, N. R. 912 miles: 
G. T. P. 638 miles. 

“The increase is a big one’’ 
said Premier Sifton in discussing 
the matter. ‘‘In 1905 Alberta had 
946 miles of railroad all told. In 
1909, a space of four years, this 
had only been increased to 1391 
miles. In 1910 the 1668 mile 
mark was reached, and in [911 
the total mileage was 1986. Now 
on Deceinber 30, 1912 we have 
3020 miles of roads, and more 
steel is being laid every day.’’

de that great lamp of heaven a 
faithful and unerring servant is most 
interesting. 

The discovery of acetylene gas was 
the first step toward retiring the lonely 
teepers of the little lights in faroff 
jdlaces. Modern magic was not slow 
| recognizing the fact that by the ap- 
jplication of certain well known scien- 
| ifie principles the lighting of the great 
thains of beacons that girdle the coasts 

‘f the two seas and the gulf and cover 
jhe great Iukes and every navigable 
itream in our buge country could be 
nuch simplified. 

The United States did not become tin- 
terested in the acetylene light and its 
tutomatically generating gas buoy until 
‘ibout the year 1906 and did not adopt 
t antil 1908. Then the engineers of 
the lighthouse beard devised some 
wonderful Improvements, among them 
the utilization of the sun. 

The self lighting and self extinguish- 
ng acetylene beacon is a very simple 
thing, but it depends almost entirely 
m the “sun valve,” which is one of the 
Dost wonderful but least complex of 
the achievements of modern science. 

lp the first piace, the source of light 

for these lone beacons is dissulved 
tcetylene, Which is stured under pres- 
jure in steel cylinders. One of these 
tylinders can be charged with enough 
sus to last a small beacon three years. 
Usually, however, in (be cause of float- 
ng buoys, a six months’ supply is all 
that is necessary, as such buoys are 
overhauled and painted twice a year. 
Knowing the size of the tame aud its 
jhourly copsumption of gus, it is very 
asy to compute how long a cylinderful 
Will jast and bow often it will need to 
ve visited. ‘hat is all the care the 
ight will need. The sun valve does 
\ the rest. 
The scientific principle upon which 
‘he sun valv@ depends is” that Tight 
| Waves become transformed in different 
| legrees, according to the nature of the 
|Mterceptiug body. Sunlight upon dark 
|turfaces is couverted into beat, and 
|yeat produces expansion. ‘This expan- 
| Hon is especially perceptible in certain 
detals, 

In a carefully sealed and substantial- 
y mouvted glass jar nearly a foot 
‘Mgeb and about one-fourth that in dl- 
tmeter a thick black rod is placed per- 
pyendicularly through the center, It is 
twupported by three slenderer rods of 
lighly polished copper. The big black 
tod is of copper also aud ts coated with 
ampblack to muke it absorb light to 
ihe greatest possible degree. ‘The sup- 
porting rods reflect light without ab- 
torbing it and do not expand or con- 
tract to the same extent as the largest 
tod. 
The thick black plece of copper in 
the center of the jur is extremely sen- 
itive to light and beat. As the sun 
tppears aud the atmosphere grows 
Warmer in the morning this rod length- 
tns. It pushes down intu the metal 
thamber in which the gliss jar rests 
ind touches the end of a lever. It 
dresses down ou this lever, which is 
|tontrolled by a spring and cuts off the 
| Sow of the gas to the lamp. 

When the sup disappears from view 
m the evening and the temperature of 
the air falls the process is reversed. 
Che rod contracts and releases its pres- 
ture on the lever, allowing the gas to 
\fow upward to the lamp. The gas is 
\ignited by a little pilot flame that is 
laever extinguished, ‘lus the beacon 
is lighted at the proper tine and Is put 
jout when it is no longer needed, al- 
}though alovg desolate coasts it may 
‘never gladden the buman eye for 
Months at a time. 

The engineers of the lighthouse board 
jaay that the precision of this device Is 
almost incredible. It can be used with 
qual certainty in equatorial beat and 
m polar cold, for it responds with the 
atmost accuracy to small variations in 
temperature. It is used on lonely is- 
lands in the Pacific. ‘Lhere are nearly 
4 hundred of these sun valve beacons 
i Alaska. Iu summer they are aids 
to navigation, and in winter they guide 
the travelers on dog sledges over the 
frozen wastes.—Hurper’s Weekly.
